Applicant is given ONE MONTH to submit a properly signed paper requesting a change in 
small entity status, and a request under § 1.28(c), including a list of the fees erroneously paid 
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as a small entity and the total fee deficiency to avoid the return of the present fee deficiency 
paper and fee. This time period is not extendable under 37 CFR 1 . 1 36(a).
